At about 3i'*5 A.M. Hovember Z'*, 19^3 ?^r. Hewaomo of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation oalied thia office and atated hia office 
had received an anonynous oall fron a siale individual indicating 
that a group waa going to kill Oswald tl-at day, that night or the 
following day. Caller etatad that he did not want any officer hurt, 
that wao the reason for the oall, but they were going to Itill 
Oswald and there was nothing anyone could do about it. 

Subsequently about JjOO A.M. or 5i30 A.M. I called Captain Fritz 
at home and related substance of the threatening call. Captain 
frits told mo Chief Curry was handling the transfer of Oswald and 
suggested I oall hia. 

Between 5j30 a.H. and 5j'»5 '^•K. iJeputy Cox or Coy, exact nana 
unknown, of the Dallas Sheriff's Office called this office and 
etatod that Sheriff Decker hod inotructed him to call the Dallas 
i-olioe department and request that Chief Curry oall bio about the 
transfer of Oawald. The Deputy Sheriff indicated Sheriff Decker 
wanted Oewald moved as soon as possible. 

As I recall I had a second conversation with Captain Frits regarding 
Oeoker wanting to novo Oswald ac soon as possible, frits stated 
that I should coll Chief Curry. 

About 6iOO A.H. I attempted to call Chief Curry at home. The 
telophono waa buoy, and after about fifteen minutea, I asked the 
operator to oheok the line for oonvcrsation. She reported trouble 
on the line. 

By tij.B tlDO it wao approximately 6|15 A.!'., and Captain O.E. Talbert 
relieved ne. I told Talbert of the threat, of the Deputy Sheriff's 
oall, and my attempt to oontaot Chief Curry. Captain Talbert said 
ho vjould oond a aquad by the reaidenoe of Chief Curry and have hia 
oall the offloe.
